Additionally, the entire disclosure includes the Background, the Summary, the Detailed Description, the Claims, etc. Barnett and Day 
were combined because they are both oriented towards targeted coupons. The combination of Barnett and Day does disclose all the 
features of the Applicant's claims. For example, Barnett does disclose retailer coupons and coupons utilized in retail stores (col 1, lines 
29-32; col 11, lines 36-44; col 10, lines 30-38). Barnett also discloses that the coupons are made available in retail stores (col 11, lines 
36-44; col 3, lines 35-52). Barnett also discloses that the users are members (col 13, lines 60-65) and that they are frequent shoppers 
whose shopping activity is tracked (col 8, lines 16-20; col 10, lines 43-46). Furthermore, Day discloses that the user can be a member of 
a frequent shopper program (col 5, lines 45-55; col 20, lines 64-68) .
